We have on more than one occasion made 
the remark that the Col-ny owes a debt of 
gratitude tu the Choral Seciety, That body, 
assisted by tho Amateur Dramatic Olab, has 
given up, year after senr, performances of a 
thoroughly enjoyable kind, to achieve 
success in which uo effurt or expense has 
been spared, and wo should indocd be an 
ungrateful community did we fail ta maka 
adequato recognition of this, Tho’ last 
favour they hiave bestowed on the public of 
Alongkong is their ‘production of ‘The 
Gordoliers,’. ond .the nforesaid debt of 
gratitude bas born considerably increased 
thoreby. Thia is not the first time tlat the 
members of the Suciety have served -as the 
mcdivin for tho presentation of the Savoy 
Ndperaato Hongkong. They gait-us ‘Tho 

rer? and § Iolanthe,' and their success 
in these ti itbert ond 
Sallivan series justified thom in «ttempting 
another. They chose the latest—thingh we 
hope, niter al, not the leet—resalt of the 
phenomenal literary and musical partnor- 
ship which hus wade the Savoy Theatre 
famous, Tho choice is in aome respects leas 
fortunate than we could desire. but thera 
Feaii be no deabt, ‘no probable, possible 
shadow of doubt,’ that, having made it, tha 
members of tha Society strained every 
nerve to make tho beat of if. Their indus. 
.try and patienco have been remarkable. 
For four months the work has Ucen in con. 
stint practice, principals and chores wark- 
ing like slaves, musien! conductor and atage 
manager oxertiny themselves as if their 
lives deponded on the result. -To cynical, 
aeHish peaple—and there are, alas, a fow, 
even in this; happy Colony—it may soom 
incompreheusible that 20 much trouble 
should -be teken merely to give pleasure to 
a not always appreciative public. But, 
however we may. regard the fect, there it 
is; and those of us. who appreciate disi 
+} terested offort on our own Behalf, can only 
Thero is, how- 
ever, a duty imposed on the public in con- 
nection with it, and that.ia.to give the 
greatest possiblo support’ and onconrage- 
ment tothe Society, both a8.an acknow- 
ledgoment of what the Society bas dono in 
tho past and from that form. of gtatitude 
which ia said to be a lively sense of favours 
to come. 

Tho production of ‘ The Gondoliers’ has 
been Found a formidable task, and we do 
“not wonder at it. It is t:ue that the music 
is by no, means difficult, and there is ex- 
ceedingly litUe in tho way of acting requir- 
ed, but so mnch dopends on the careful 
and thorongh working out of an infinity 
of claborate details. that for a body of 
amoteura to presont the work as it ought 
to be. presented, is an undertaking of 
very considerable magnitude, Mer Gilbert 
is his own stage manager, and a great deal 
of the success of the Savoy uperas is Ove to 
| that. fact.'The mombors ‘of his company 
ure not required to be first-rate actors, nur 
is ib necessary for them to. posacss vocal 
talont of the kind that is wanted in grand 
opera, but. thoy must be thorcughly imbued 
with the whimsical. Gilbertian epirit, and 
that is a special qualification which it i 
hardly reasonable to expect in any great 
measure in a body of amateurs, This is a 
fact which eught to be borne in mind in 
judging the merits of the performance 
given by the Choral Society in the Theatre 
Royal.on Saturday evening. . 

It ia somewhat late in the day to give 
aketch of the plot of ‘The, Gondoliers,’ 
considering that the opera has hada ron of 
a year at the Savoy and that its production 
was a’ public event of'which evory news- 
paper in the Euglish language had the fullest 
possible account. . And, indeed, it is hardly 
correct to say that it-has a plot ‘There is 
a series of amusing complicationa, howaver, 
which serve quite os well fur a display. of 
Gilbertian hiimour. The music, although 
perhaps as guod ag any in this line that Sir 
Arthur Sullivad has produced, hia fewer 
cxtebing airs than moat of his previous 
works; but the pieco,-asa whole, is full of 
life and. brightness, “and. moves along 
merrily from start to finish;
